"In simple justice to the many 
fine,

these unfair accusations must be 
emphatically denied.” 
The President’s denial was made 
b 
the wake of demands by the 
Costello committee for an investi­ 
gation of civilian employment 
in 
the War and Navy departments. 
The President’s message gave the 
total of full-time employes in the 
government service a.- of July 31. 
1943 as 2.825.904 in the continental 
United States, less than 9 per cent 
in Washington. An additional 154.- 
500 are outside the country.

Experts in Washington are agreed

wittingly surrenders that honor to 
foreign competitors, chief of which 
undoubtedly will be Great Britain. 
It is a fact that in pre-war days, 
one American company-- Pan-Am er­ 
ican Airways—was flying more miles 
of foreign routes than the national 
lines of any other nation.

In the Atlantic, the situation 
is 
somewhat different. Before the wai 
the United States and Britain Hew 
the North and South Atlantic. The 
Germ ans and Italy flew the South 
Atlantic. 
Since Pearl Harbor, the United 
States has built scores of modern

Canada, 
Newfoundland. 
Iceland. Great Britain, Latin-Am er­ 
ica and in Africa, from Liberia to 
Egypt, and in both India and China. 
It has acquired commercial rights 
to only a few of these base^ and ex­ 
perts say that where the rights were 
acquired, the bases have little com­ 
mercial value.
